Secretary  Burrows  slipped  the  gav- 
el from  the  president’s  table,  so  that  he  was 
helpless  to  i^uell  the  applause. 

In  an  effort  to  apologize.  Dr.  Dargan  paid 
that  the  outburst  reminded  him  of  a negro 
driving  an  ox  team  that  had  started  tolrun 
away.  "Whur  you  gwine ?”  asked  another 
negro  whom  he  passed.  "I  dop’t  knfljw,” 
the  first  one  replied,  "ask  dem  [Bool  oxen!” 

Dr.  Rust  turned'  over  the  key  to  the 
hearts  of  our  Northern  brethren^  nnd  to  em- 
phasize his  action,  a beautiful  floral  offer- 
ing made  in  the  slwipc  of  a key,  was  pre- 
sented to  President  Dargan. 

One  of  the  most  impressive  seeches  made 
during  the  convention  was  maijr  by  Dr.  L. 
B.  Warren,  of  (leorgin,  in  support  of  the  $1.- 
000,000  church  building  loan  fund. 

He  said  that  if  each  member  would  lithe 
to  the  extent  of  giving  one  half  of  1;  per 
cent,  the  endowment  could  he  raised.  5|ome 
of  his  sayings  were  "The  dollars  are  legion, 
hut  today  it  takes  more  than  prayer  , and 
fasting/to  make  them  come  out.”
